Adam Smitli's Doctrine. 

Our contemporary does uot appear 
to Lavo very clear ideas about econom- 
ic science. It does not liite tho doc- 
trines of Adam Smith and Cobden. 
Wo are not surprised at this for we 
doubt very much if it undorstandH 
these doctrines, or the efl'ect which 
they have had upon modoru history, 
and upon Bocial and political move- 
luonts in which anyone might bo proud 
to think that he had taken a part. 
The farmors of Ontario are very res- 
pectable men and are tolerably skill- 
ful iu judging of oats and potatoes, 
but'tHey have not hitherto been re- 
garded iu the world aa conipetout per- 
sons to load tho van iu economic o])or- 
atiou. Their opinions, however, do- 
servo attention upon matters that 
concern their every day business and 
life, and we shall therefoio offer a few 
remarks upon the bearing and effect, 
generally, of tho teachings of the 
distinguiehed men above mentioned. 
In the first place we shall remind our 
readers that it has b^en under the in- 
spiration of the economic ideas to 
•which Adam Smith and his disciplo 
gave so great an impulso, that the 
foreign trade, tho colonial policy, tho 
poor law and the tiscal systom of 
England, each iu its turn, has boon 
reconstructed from the bottom up- 
wards. They unfolded the laws of 
industry and commerce. To them we 
owe those principles which dignify 
trade into a liberal pursuit, and con- 
nect it with tho happiness of tho peo- 
ple. Within the century since Adam 
Smith liTed, the population and com- 
merce of the northern country, res- 
ponding to the impulse given by the 
new principles brought into operation, 
have multiplied themselves manifold. 
This is known to every person of de- 
cent education, and the fact cannot be 
altered by the votes of Ontario farm- 
ers. It should be remembered that 
there have been different eras of hu- 
man thought and movement in differ- 
ent stages of human progress. For 
instance, at one time chivalry served 
ita purpose; then scholnslic logic and the 
various systomBof dogmatic theology had 
their turn, and even tlie Frouoh theory of 
tlie BOcial contract which prevailed dur- 
ing the last century, was tisefal in aiding 
the progress of tho speculative intellect. 
Tho present is distinctively tho erti of 
economic suience, and England, as above 
Buid, has derived enormous benefits from 
the boldness with which, in many parts 
of her policy, she has applied its theories 
to practice. The extraordinary progress 
in modern daya'is-not'Bo'mttoh due-to her 
good political arrangements, considered 
from any comparative constitutional point 
of view, 'as to the inlluenco of tho more or 
loss application of social economic science 
in her practical afl'aira, and tho corres- 
ponding ofleot upon her legislation. Now- 
adays in England — but only since a time 
atill recent— it is oooepted as ar| axiomatic 
truth — for instance, that taxation should 
bo equal, and should bo for revenue, not 
for tbe guidau<'(3 of commerce; that mon- 
opolies are bad; that contracts shonld bo 
free, seeing that presumably, men are tlio 
best judges of their own interest. It is 
to Adam Smith, Ricardo, Malthus and 
Mill, as thinkers; to Pitt, Huskisson, 
Peel, Cobden and Gladstone, aa states- 
mon, that we owe tho promulgation and 
acceptance of these now commonplace 
truths, and tho economic achievements 
'"^and progress which have thus been ren- 
dered possible in practical Isgislation. 
To undervalue tbe services of those groat 
men, or tho principlca which they have 
established, is siinpiy a proof that the 
person whotxprcssou the ojiinion is with- 
out an indispensable part of tho mental 
eguipment of an educated man in tho 
present day. The scionco of wealth, let 
ft be borne in mind, is a pure soieuco.iike 
the recognized physical sciences — astron- 
omy, dynamics, chemistry or physiology. 
It reveals natural laws and describes phe 
notnona and efTecta, such as production, 
oxohango, price, or tho various forms 
which wealth assumes in tho course of 
distribution — wages, profits, rent, inter- 
est and so forth. All theso are coune<^t- 
ed, from the soientillc point of view, nod 
so far as tho laws of wealth are concerned, 
by constant and iiiraluablo relations, 
which it is tho business of Adam Hniith's 
science to discover and explain. Tlmau 
relations are the sanio everywhere; tboy 
i.iuretbe same in China and Bussia a? in 
England or in Canada, and in all these 
countries theso constant relations are iho 
guide by which tho educated statosiiiau 
judges of tho operation of tho laws of [iro- 
■ duolion and distribution under any now 
• conditions that may exist in theso difl'er- 
ent countries. To attack tho Bciorjcn 
of wealth and its promoters and oxpound- 
era, because a few farmers in a young 
colony havo elected ono uiun in preforonco 
to another is about as roasonablo as it 
would bo to attack tho solar Hystom or tho 
laws of light, and Sir Isaac Newton, be- 
cause ono dillorod with another man as to 
the best way of getting light into a pan- 
try. The laws of ohemiatry Me not chang- 
ed because two men differ as to a sanitary 
Bohomo. Science stands nontral as to 
competing sohomoa, whothor individual 
or political, butit is uovortlioloas to scienco 
I ithat the final appeal mnst be made. And 
'• be it remomberod that Nature, as Profus- 
Bur Hutloy says.vioits igporance as sharp- 
ly as diRobodienoe. ^ Her discipline is the 
blow without the word. If you contra- 
vene her laws you will suffer, ami it will 
bo left to you to find out for yourself why 
joa suffer. Railways are made acoording 
' to the latest mechanical inaprovements 
and knowlorlgo, but nobody dreams of at- 
tacking mechanical Boieno'e bn account of 
any diffaronco of opinion as to tha 
•w»y of making particular railways 
' like manner, nobody shonld snoor 
' pure scionco such as the scienco of wealth 
and at its most distinguished professors 
and eihoWndsifs, on account of any dif- 
' farSn'ce of opinion in North or Soutii On- 
torio, as to tho best means of helping tho 
farmors in those places or of raising a re- 
tenuo for Ciiiuula. Tho .joienco, wo Imvc 
.■said stands quite noutral bntwceu con- 
tending parties. Its laws aro oonstant 
nod invariable within its proper sphere, 



and. those who break them will certainly 
sooner or later be rouiinded sharply of 
their infraction. Thu question of what is 
its proper s^jhoro is Dot rightly under- 
stood by the general public, and it is pro- 
bably their want of appreoiatipnithat has 
led our contemporary into error. ! It dies 
not appear to understand that the rules of 
ecoiioniio science would remniu tho same, 
uJul bo ir.lluontial in Ontario, no mutter 
what fiscal policy was adopted iu that 
Province. While physical and human 
nature romnin what thoy aro, thophonom- 
ana of wealth will exhibit constant rela- 
tions and wijU, bo^.-g9vemed' . by ^'najtural 
laws. The misconception of half inform- 
ed men is in this — they oonoeivo that 
acionce — aa scienco — aims at the accom- 
plishmont of dclinito practical ends. Not 
so. Soionoo giv(^s light ; it expounds laws; 
it tolls what oll'ects follow from what 
caucos. The science of wealth of which 
wo arc more particularly speaking, stands 
apart from all particular systom of social 
or industrial existence. It does not trend 
beyond its own boundaries. It docs not 
profess to aflbrd a standard for regulating 
all tho pra(!tical oonoiM'ns of nianldiid, ex- 
cept with reforenco to the phenoniona of 
wealth. Its functions hero end. In mat- 
ters of legislation aiid gdverumont, thero 
aro many other aspects tlian tho purely 
economical. There mny bo political, 
moral, educational or oven artistic aspects 
of a public tiuostion, all of which tho 
wise politician will havo to consider iu 
addition to its merely economical aspect. 
Those other aspects may involve oonao- 
quoncos so weighty as, in the mind of the 
politician, to turn the scale against the 
purely economical solution of tlio econo- 
mist. Adam Smith's science therclore 
will hold good, say, both in Ontario and 
in Thibet, though one of these countries 
may, for good reasons of its own, levy an 
import duty on eggs, and though the 
other country may offer a bounty for their 
imiiortation. Much evil has resulted from 
the common error of thinking that iioliti- 
cul ecHinomy has to do with particular 
systems instead of being noutral among 
all within its own domain of material well 
being. Onr youthful eontomporary 
shonld study Adam Smith before; In' criti- 
cises hini. To appreciate merely tho i)os- 
ition in the world of such a man as Hniith, 
is itself a cousidcrablo part of a liberal 
education.

A quantity of 
supplies cached by Cambie's party last year 
are not now to be found and tho sapposi- 
tion is that Indians discovered and stole 
tbeni. Oainsby's party was relying in a 
measure on these provisions for cou- 
Humption, but as they have disnppoftfod, 
Mr.McDonald was promptly dispatched 
to take up a further supply. There is no 
foar however of the party running short 
as they have at least six weeks' provisions 
on band. Mr. McDonald left Wod ding- 
ton harbor by cauoo on tho 15th and ar- 
riving safely at Comox proceeded thonce 
by steamer Cariboo-Fly to this city. There 
has been no difficulty with the Indians of 
Bute or Bomathco.

From the conflicting and somewhat 
uncortaiu oharaotor of njimerous dis 
patches received since the bommence- 
mont of the Turko-Servian war it has 
been almoBt impossible to form a cor- 
rect idea an to the probabilitios of sue- 
oess of oitbor party or to estiinato'the' 
relative strength of tho belligoi-outa. 
Tho following article taken from the 
Toronto Globe, however, gives a very gen- 
eral and, as near may may bo.uccurato 
stalcMuont of facts concoruing the war 
\Thich but a short time since threat- 
ouod to involve the great European 
powers: — 

,' "At tho present moment the exact 
military strength of Turkey as oom- 
parod with that of hor revolted prov- 
inces becomea ii ciuostiou not only of 
great interest but alaoof great import- 
ance, aa largoly doteruiiiiiug what tho 
final issue of tho struggle will bo. It 
is impossible either to recouoile the 
conflicting accounts which have been 
publiHhod or to furnish anything like 
an accurate oHtiiuato, but in all proba- 
bility tho following figures will bo 
found not very far from tho truth. 
Tho total active force or standing 
array numbers over 200,000 men. Of 
these 32,000 have been engaged in 
trying to put down tue insurrection in 
Horzogovinn and Bosnia, while 48,500 
have boon stutionod as an army of 
observation ou tho Servian frontier. 
Tho garriHOii at tho capital is com- 
posed of 2U,0(IO troops. There nro 
80,000 Hcnttered through Albania, Bul- 
garia and lOpirus; 7,000 in Crete, 17,- 
000 in Syria, 20,000 in Kurdistan and 
ou the Russian frontier, and 8,000 
dispersed in isolatod garrisons. There 
are 150,000 Kurdistan and Syrian 
troops not yet called out, and 35,000 
rosorvo soldiers who have just been 
called to active service. It soorae sur- 
prising that with all those forces at its 
control tho Porte should have had any 
difliculty in suppreBdinjgf what any well 
conducted government would have re- 
garded as.a pett^ insurrection; but it 
should be borne in mind that the dis- 
affection among the Christians was 
general, nnd tho above distribution of 
the forces shows that the rulers were 
aware of the fact. 

The Porto was, moreover, seriously 
embarrassed for want of money, its 
own suicidal policy of repudiation 
having offectually destroyed its credit 
in the only quarters from which tho 
necessary funds . could be expected to 
come at its call. Nor has this embar- 
rassment ceased; it may, ou the con- 
trary, be expected to grow more ag- 
gravated, and to have an important 
share in determining on whoso ban- 
ners victory will hnnlly perch. Want 
of fuuds may embarrass the insurgents 
as woll as the Turks; but they have 
already been supplied liberally with 
both money and munitions of war, and 
if there ia likelihood of their proving 
victorious more assietanco of the same 
kind will doubtless bo forthcoming 
when needed. It is not hard to di- 
vine whence all this aid comes, nor to 
perceive the motives which prompt 
the donors to display so much gener- 
osity. Russia has determined that 
Turkey shall now bo dismembered, 
and if she cannot effect her object un- 
der cover of a Berlin Conference she 
is determined to do so in a more 
covert but not less efifeotual way. 
Of tho ]irovincoa already in a state of 
declared insurrection Servia is by far 
the moBt powerful. Tho accounts 
about tho maguitudo of her army aro 
conflicting, some authorities setting it 
down as utterly insignificant, while 
others in all probability exaggerate its 
numerical Btrongth and elBciency. 
Tho number of Servian troojis ou tho 
frontier is put down at 72,000, made 
up of 12,000 regulars and (10,000 mili- 
tia. In addition to this force there 
are 35,000 men of the active militia 
kept under arms in the interior, and 
undergoing daily drill. Another ac- 
count gives 8,000 as tho numerical 
force of the Htniiding army, and con- 
cedes to Servia tho power of adding to 
the body of regulars a militia force of 
148,000" Until very recently those 
troops wore poorly armed, while tho 
artillery and cavalry branches of tho 
service wero wretchedly equipped. 
But tho troops are now supplied with 
broacli-loadorii, better horses are be- 
ing imported for the cavalry, and moio 
deadly field-pieces are taking the 
places of the old but now discarded 
cannon. 

Montenegro has a titaiidiiig array of 
8,000, but under hor military organi- 
zation evsry able-bodied man is liable 
riio boovo's I to enrolment, and iu an emergency 
she can, it is said, raise in this way, an 
additionol 25,000. Should Roumania 
join tlio revolted provinces she will 
add materially to their military 
strength. Hor standing army nniouuts 
to 45,000 men, nil armed with the uoo- 
dle-gun, while tho artillery is equipped 
with the celebrated Krupp rifled can- 
non. To these may be added an 
available military force of 00,000 
troops, all uf whom, after the manner 
of tho PrusBian liuilwohr, have been 
for Honio tiiiio under drill. It is (piito 
clear, if nuy reliance can bo placed ou 
these estimates, that tho Porte has be^ 
fore it an extremely difHoult task, even 
allowing to its army a nuinoricnl 
strength of half a million, tho highest 
eatimato claimed. The more careful- 
ly tho nituatioii is studied in all its as- 
pects, tho more imminent appears tho 
destruction of the Turkish Empire, and 
the lees reason for regretting such a 
catastrophe. 



English Mail. 

Lord Sandhurst died in London on 
June 23rd^Q .^tho, 5.8th .jeM-^.iJL, his 
age. His :'Il6rdship '"who :entered 
tho army upwards of forty years 
ago, saw considerable service inlndia, 
and as Chiof of tho Staff attended tho 
lata Lord Clyde throughout tho mili- 
tary operations which led to the suiJ- 
pression of the ibutiuy. He snooeed- 
ed to the chief command in India in 
18G3, and on his return homo, seven 
yours afterwards, ho was appointed 
Commaiuler-iu-Chiof of tho Forces in 
Ireland. Tho death is also announced 
iMr. Itobert Napier, the eminent en- 
gineer and shipbuilder, aged 8G; of 
Mr. Matthew Noble, the well-known 
sculptor, whose death was accelerated 
by the hIiocIc ho received from the loss 
of his oldest son, a youth of great 
prominence in his father's profession, 
who was killed in the accident at Ab- 
bot's llipton, ou the Great Northern 
railway, in January last. Mr. Noblo 
loaves a widow and two sons. Loudon 
has also lost a veteran politician and 
Parliamentary agent, Mr. James Ack- 
land, who has just died at 78 years of 
age. 

A sad accident has occurred at 
Portsmouth. A company of the 2Gth 
Regiment wero practising at tho rifle 
butts at Browudown, under tho com- 
mand of Major Hamilton. On one side 
of the target was a sergeant, and on 
the other side a private named Peter 
Maceabe. Tho biiglo had sounded to 
ceaso firing, tho danger flag was flying, and 
MajorHamilton was making up hisrecurn, 
when through some mistake a private 
uamod William Sheldon fired at the 
target. Tho ball struck Maceabe un- 
der the right shoulder blade, and pass- 
ing through his lungs, killed him al- 
most instantaneously. Sheldon states 
that he thought the bugle had sound- 
ed for firing to re-commence. 

In 1874-5, 502 lives were saved in 
Great Britain from shipwreck by 
means of lifeboats, 355 by rocket and 
mortar api:)aratu8, 511 by luggers, coast 
guards, and other small craft, 440 by 
ships and steamboats, 1,644 by ships' 
own boats, 6 by individual exertion, 
and 379 by other means, making a to- 
tal of 3,837. 

A deputation of anti-vaccinators has 
waited upon I^Ir. Sclater-Booth, il.P., 
and asked for the appointmoat of a 
Royal Commission to enquire into the 
expediency of repealing the compul- 
sory clauses of the Vaccination Act. 

The Press Association understands 
that it has been resolved to form an 
international society, having its head- 
quarters in London, for tho total sup- 
pression of vivisection. An executive 
committee has been appointed to carry 
out tho objects of the society, and to 
arrange for a diaputatiou to the Home 
Secretary on the subject. • 

Carihooites East. 

Mr. T. R. Pattullo, brother of the 
proprietor of the AVoodstock "Senti- 
nel," along with Mr. J. G. Bastedo, 
reached Woodetock from British Ool- 
umbia on Saturday morning, June 
'24th. Mr. Bastedo, who was former- 
ly a resident of Blenheim.near Prince- 
ton, has been absent continuously for 
sixteen years. lie wont direct through 
to Brantford , where reside his wife 
and family. Mr. Pattullo is also an 
old Caribooite, having left Ontario in 
1859 for California, whence he wont to 
Praacr river in 18(11. He has been 
home, however, twice during that 
time. The object of his present trip 
is to visit the Centennial, where, in 
the absence of any general public ex- 
hibition of the gold products of his 
Province, he will exhibit on his own 
account in the British Columbia De- 
partment a large quantity of gold spo- 
cimeiis, dust, nuggets, and bars — all 
taken from hia claims in Cariboo. As 
we learn from the Victoria papers one 
of the bars which has been assayed 
weighs 293,(54 ounces, and is' worth 
$5,42(i.G4. It measures S\ inches long, 
2Jr inches broad , and is 1^ inches in 
depth. Tho other specimens aro said 
to bo very fine, and the total value of 
the whole is over $13,000. Although 
forwarded by himself, Mr. Pattullo 
has tho recommendation of tho Pre- 
mier and Govornmoiit of the Province 
that tho exhibit shall form part of the 
British Columbia Department, and 
that tho expenses of shipment, etc., 
shall bo paid for from the Provincial 
appropriation made for that purpose.
